Exciting 
Ciianges  Are 
Proposed  by 
Community 
Plan

In  a  series  of  intensive  planning  work- 
shops held  at  Glen  Park  Elementary 
School  July  17-23.  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Dcpanment  led  an  effort  in 
which  consultants  and  other  agency  staff 
worked  with  neighbors  lo  create  a  pre- 
liminary community  plan  for  Glen  Park. 

With  each  of  the  three  major  sessions 
drawing  over  80  highly  engaged  par- 
ticipants, a  refreshing  degree  of  con- 
sensus was  reached.  Neighbors  worked 
diligently  to  address  the  goals  of  the 
plan,  as  determined  by  the  community 
at  the  start  of  the  planning  process:  to 
resolve  traffic,  transit  and  parking  prob- 
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lems,  improve  connections  and  pedes- 
trian safety,  enhance  local  business  vital- 
ity and  explore  ways  of  retaining  the 
beloved  "village"  feel  of  Glen  Park  as 
change  occurs  in  the  future. 

The  plan  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  eval- 
uate future  development  proposals  and 
give  the  neighborhood  a  tool  to  retain 
its  unique  community  character.  In  addi- 
tion, the  planning  process  identified  spe- 
cific improvements  and  recommenda- 
tions for  enhancing  the  area  around 
the  BART  station.  Several  traffic-calm- 
ing measures  and  on-strect  parking 
adjustments  were  identified,  including 
adding  turn  lanes  and  metering  existing 
unregulated  on-street  parking  spaces. 
More  ambitious  projects  could  include 
constructing  modem  "roundabout"  inter- 
sections to  improve  traffic  flow  and 
pedestrian  circulation;  turning  San  Jose 
Avenue  into  a  city  boulevard  with  stop- 
lights;  and  bringing  Islais  Creek  back 
to  the  surface  through  Glen  Park. 

District  8  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty 
and  BART  Director  Tom  Radulovich 
invited  the  community  to  continue  work- 
ing  with  ihcm  over  the  next  year  to

New  Delay  for 
Marketplace?

"The  Glen  Park  Marketplace  is  mov- 
ing ahead."  Project  DeveU)per  David 
Prowler  reported  July  3 1 .  But  his  pre- 
viously announced  plan  to  begin  con- 
struction at  the  end  of  this  summer  and 
be  open  for  business  at  the  end  of  2004 
could  be  toast.  According  to  the  City 
Attorney's  office,  a  lawsuit  challenging 
the  City's  approval  of  the  project  has 
been  filed  by  an  organization  called  Con- 
cerned Glen  Park  Neighbors.  The  com- 
bined retail/library/residential  develop- 
ment had  already  been  granted  approvals 
by  the  Planning  Commission,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Per- 
mit Appeals. 

The  first  step  toward  resolving  the 
lawsuit,  a  mandatory  settlement  meet- 
ing held  July  30.  failed  to  produce  a  set- 
tlement. The  suit  now  will  go  to  court. 


No  trial  date  had  been  set  at  the  Glen 
Park  News  deadline,  but  the  goal  of 
the  City  Attorney's  office  is  to  have 
the  case  heard  "as  soon  as  possible" — 
probably  by  September  or  October,  said 
a  spokesperson.  She  emphasized  that 
the  City  Attorney  will  work  to  expedite 
the  case  in  hopes  of  obtaining  quick  res- 
olution. With  a  September  court  date, 
Prowler  might  rescue  his  construction 
schedule.  But  even  if  the  suit  is  heard 
quickly  and  the  City  prevails  in  court, 
the  plaintiffs  could  still  appeal,  further 
delaying  the  long-awaited  replace- 
ment for  Diamond  Super.  The  corner 
market  at  Diamond  and  Wilder  streets 
burned  spectacularly  on  the  night  of 
November  22,  1999. 

Meanwhile,  the  Library  is  moving 
ahead  with  its  plans  to  purcha.se  the  quar- 
ters for  its  new  branch  in  the  Market- 
place building.  Approval  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  allocate  the  voter- 
approved  bond  money  for  the  branch 
was  placed  on  the  August  1 3  agenda  of 
the  Board's  Finance  Committee. 


A  Profile  of 
the  Passions, 
Positions  and 
Plans  of  the 
GPA  President

Stephan  Doiiov.  the  first-term  pres- 
ident of  the  Glen  Park  Association,  is  a 
10-year  resident  of  San  Francisco,  two 
of  those  in  Glen  Park.  Steve  studied 
biostatistics  in  graduate  school,  has  been 
a  statistical  consultant,  and  has  patented 
a  fraud-recognition  program.  Now  he 
is  employed  by  Overture,  the  company 
that  recently  purchased  the  AltaVista 
search  engine  and  was  acquired  by 
Yahoo.  "Remember  using  card  cata- 
logs?" asked  Doiiov.  "Now  yoU  can 


search  information  around  the  world 
from  any  computer." 

"I  discovered  the  Association  after 
we  moved  to  Glen  Park,"  he  said.  "Irina 
and  I  lived  in  Diamond  Heights  for  eight 
years  belbre  purchasing  property  in  Glen 
Park.  Actually,  I  began  looking  for  a 
house  in  the  neighborhood  in  1994  but 
my  accountant  discouraged  the  search 
by  saying.  'Home  values  are  inflated.' 
He  is  no  longer  my  accountant.  We 
bought  our  Glen  Park  home  two  years 
ago.  This  feels  like  a  real  neighborhood; 
neighbors  are  working  in  and  for  the 
community.  We  have  a  local  market 
returning,  bundled  with  a  new  library. 

*T'm  not  an  urban  planner,  not  an 
architect.  I  just  have  opinions.  I  think 
Glen  Park  could  be  the  Rockridge  of 
San  Francisco.  We  have  a  BART  stop, 
moderately  affluent  residents,  and  Chcn- 
ery  Park  Restaurant.  This  is  a  great  place 
lor  families  to  come  and  live.  My  first

GPA  meeting  was  PTA-like.  It  was  a 
meeting  of  people  who  care  about  the 
neighborhood.  The  GPA  brings  neigh- 
borhood concerns  to  the  attention  of 
City  Hall.  GPA  gives  us  access  to  City 
government." 

His  goal  is  leadership  characterized 
by  trust  and  transparency,  increased 
neighborhood  cohesion  and  increasing 
property  values. 

Doliov  expressed  strong  support  for 
the  library,  and  a  distrust  of  the  Nat- 
ural Areas  Program; 

"During  the  past  30  years  voters  have 
expressed  a  strong  dislike  of  govern- 
ment and  taxes,  but  people  are  still  some- 
what behind  libraries.  Libraries  are  pre- 
cious. They  are  sanctuaries.  The  Friends 
and  Foundation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  organization  is  close  to 
my  heart.  Glen  Park  residents  face  a 
tremendous  fund-raising  challenge  for 
our  library,  working  in  concert  with  the 
Foundation." 

He  said  he  helped  form  the  Glen 
Canyon  Park  Neighborhood  Coalition 
last  year  because  of  unhappiness  with 
the  aggressiveness  of  the  Natural  Areas 
Program:  "I  was  trained  as  a  scientist. 
I  think  like  a  scientist.  Blackberry  stands 
in  the  park  should  not  be  removed,  but 
trimming  is  appropriate,  and  the  black- 
berries should  be  picked.  The  ecosys- 
tem is  continually  evolving  toward  equi- 
librium. If  blackberries  become  too 
dominant,  they  will  die  off  and  bal- 


ance will  be  restored.  Some  people  are 
intervening  in  issues  with  geologic 
timescales.  We  don't  have  enough  infor- 
mation to  claim  that  interventions  in 
ecosystems  are  helpful. 

"Who  is  to  say  that  we  should  remove 
plants  that  were  not  here  before  Euro- 
pean contact,  and  which  European  con- 
tact should  we  peg  to?  Why  is  the  eco- 
logical balance  of  1700  better  than  the 
ecological  balance  of  today?  I  am  pas- 
sionate about  the  natural  areas  issue,  but 
that  is  not  a  topic  that  will  get  a  lot  of 
airtime  at  GPA  meetings  unless  30  or 
40  people  come  to  a  meeting  and  want 
it  to  be  so." 

Doliov's  presidential  priorities  are 
wide-ranging.  "I  don't  want  the  Glen 
Park  Association  to  focus  on  the  Nat- 
ural Areas  Program.  The  park  is  very 
important,  but  so  are  the  library,  our 
merchants,  parking,  traffic,  clean  streets, 
police  services. 

■'I  want  and  expect  the  Glen  Park 
Association  to  be  a  forum  where  our 
elected  representatives  and  candidates 
come  and  hear  our  collective  concerns. 
The  GPA  should  be  a  place  to  begin 
action  on  those  concerns.  We  have  mul- 
tiple meetings  for  the  charrette  (the  com- 
munity planning  process  bringing  all 
the  concerned  people,  organizations  and 
agencies  together  to  solve  the  problems 
of  the  Diamond/Bosworth  area  of  Glen 
Park).  The  planning  process  that  is  set 
now  will  impact  Glen  Park  for  the  next 
30  to  50  years." 


The  July  meeting  of  the  Glen  Park 
Association  was  refreshingly  quiet,  as 
representatives  from  the  California  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  presented  a  model  and 
plans  for  the  new  and  upgraded  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  facilities  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  Also  missing  from  this  year's 
summer  social  was  the  sweltering  heat 
that  accompanied  last  year's  meeting. 
Members  of  the  GPA  brought  delicious 
dishes  and  the  meeting  was  fun  to  attend. 

So,  for  a  brief  review,  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  facilities  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  will  be  renovated  beginning  early 
next  year.  When  the  project  is  complete, 
San  Francisco  will  have  one  more  gem 
to  be  enjoyed  by  residents  and  visitors 
alike.  The  new  structures  will  seek  to 
blend  with  the  immediate  environment 
rather  than  stand  strongly  apart  from  it. 
The  new  structures  will  also  make  use 
of  space  below  ground,  and  some  of  the 
roof  structures  will  be  covered  with 
plants  that  thrive  in  the  San  Francisco 
area.  The  design  of  the  new  buildings 
also  is  intended  to  be  environmentally 
friendly,  with  a  goal  of  receiving  a  plat- 
inum rating  from  Leadership  in  Energy 
and  Environmental  Design  (LEED).  You 
can  find  more  information  about  the  new 
building  on  the  Internet  at 
http://www.calacademy.org/ 
newacademy/index.php. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  Glen  Park 
charrette  was  lively  and  well  attended. 
This  article  is  going  to  press  as  the  next 
series  of  community  design  workshops 
are  being  held,  and  I  am  confident  that 
if  these  subsequent  meetings  are  as  well 
attended  as  the  first,  all  of  us  will  be  lay- 
ing the  foundation  for  a  vibrant  Glen 
Park  neighborhood  in  the  future.  Even

though  there  was  dissension  and  con- 
flict at  the  meeting,  the  end  result  showed 
a  surprising  amount  of  uniformity  of 
community  goals — every  small  group 
of  spontaneously  assembled  neighbors 
had  as  a  goal  a  clear  connector  between 
Glen  Canyon  Park  and  our  commer- 
cial district.  The  easement  that  runs 
along  Bosworth  Street  appears  to  be  a 
prime  candidate  to  transform  into  a  park 
space  that  would  allow  people  to  enjoy 
walks  from  the  Park  to  the  Village  along 
patches  of  green  rather  than  concrete. 
To  make  a  point,  planning  consultant, 
UC  Berkeley  professor  and  neighbor 
Alan  Jacobs,  pointed  out  that  we  could 
even  ask  that  portions  of  San  Jose 
Avenue  be  narrowed,  returning  its  char- 
acter to  more  of  an  inhabited  urban  street 
rather  than  the  character  of  a  freeway. 
This  suggestion,  too.  proved  to  be  wildly 
popular  with  the  charrette  attendees. 

Whatever  we  desire  Glen  Park  to  be, 
let  us  not  forget  that  we  will  get  from 
our  community  what  we  put  in.  I  hope 
that  the  charrette  process  inspires  us  to 
keep  putting  in  lots  of  effort  into  Uiink- 
ing  about  what  Glen  Park  should  be  like 
for  our  children  and  future  generations.

Last  but  not  least,  the  Glen  Park 
Library  Capital  Campaign  is  coming 
our  way.

More  Utilities 
Being  Placed 
Underground

The  Department  of  Public  Works 
plans  to  begin  construction  in  October 
on  major  underground  utility  improve- 
ments along  Laidley.  Surrey  and 
Roanoke  streets.  Affected  blocks  are 
Roanoke  from  Bemis  to  Laidley,  Laid- 
ley from  Roanoke  to  Castro,  and  Sur- 
rey from  Castro  to  Thor. 

Property  owners  on  these  blocks  ini- 
tially signed  petitions  to  implement  the 
work  in  the  spring  of  1989,  knowing 
that  many  years  would  elapse  before 
their  turn  came.  To  get  on  DPW's  under- 
grounding  list,  a  majority  of  each  dis- 
trict's residents  must  sign  a  petition 
requesting  creation  of  an  underground 
district  that  spans  at  least  four  blocks. 

The  long-awaited  improvements  com- 
prise the  latest  phase  of  the  City's  con- 
tinuing program  to  replace  overhead 
wires  with  underground  utilities.  PG«feE 
will  take  the  opportunity  to  replace  old 
gas  mains  at  the  same  time.  The  most 
disruptive  work  on  this  second  phase  of 
the  Laidley  Street  Underground  District 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  March 
2004.  when  street  and  sidewalk  digging 
should  be  finished.  Then  the  old  poles 
and  wires  will  be  removed. 

Undergrounding  occurs  in  three 
phases:  First,  DPW  digs  a  trench  with 
conduits  for  new  electric,  telephone  and 
cable  TV  service  (new  gas  mains  will 
share  the  trench),  and  connections  to 
individual  properties  are  excavated.  Next. 
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each  utility  installs  its  wires  and  equip- 
ment, and  switches  customers  to  under- 
ground service.  Finally,  after  every  prop- 
erty has  been  converted,  overhead  wires 
and  poles  are  removed. 

When  the  wooden  utility  poles  are 
removed,  new  street  lights  will  be 
installed.  DPW  is  designing  a  system 
with  attractive  1 8-foot-tall  post-top  lights, 
which  are  intended  to  direct  light  to  the 
street  and  sidewalks  rather  than  into 
neighbors'  windows.  Their  locations 
have  been  marked  in  red  on  sidewalks, 
with  the  letters  SL  and  a  circled-x  sym- 
bol. A  DPW  demonstration  program 
obtained  feedback  from  several  neigh- 
borhoods; the  selected  street  lights  can 
be  seen  on  Eighth  Avenue  between  Mor- 
aga  and  Ortega  streets. 

DPW  stresses  that  homeowners  are 
responsible  for  providing  conduits  from 
their  existing  electrical,  phone  and  tif 
desired)  TV  cable  terminals  to  the  side- 
walk. Pre-existing  sidewalk  defects  will 
also  have  to  be  repaired  by  property 
owners.  The  owner's  conversion  cost 
for  a  typical  single-family  residence  was 
estimated  at  $  1 .000  to  $  1 ,500  in  1 989. 
and  again  in  a  2002  DPW  fact  sheet. 
Owners  are  urged  lo  gel  estimates  from 
multiple  contractors.  A  no-cost  City  loan 
program  is  available  for  low-income 
owner-occupants. 

Owners  whose  properties  will  be 
affected  by  this  project  have  been  noti- 
fied by  mail  by  the  City.

I'm  writing  this  commentary  on  the 
Fourth  of  July  and  the  Clarkia  is  in 
bloom  in  Glen  Canyon.  The  buckeye 
butterflies  are  out  sunning  themselves 
on  the  road.  Damselflies  and  dragon- 
flies  can  be  seen  along  Islais  Creek  and 
in  the  seep  area  beside  the  U"ail.  Although 
the  great  homed  owls  were  here  all  win- 
ter it  doesn't  appear  thai  they  have  nested 
in  the  canyon  as  yet  this  year. 


Buckeye 

The  red-tailed  hawks  are  not  nesting 
in  the  same  location  where  they  raised 
chicks  during  the  past  years.  The  tra- 
ditional nest  was  located  in  the  euca- 
lyptus trees  and  could  be  easily  viewed 
from  the  edge  of  the  Canyon  along  Dia- 
mond Heights  Boulevard.  This  year  they 
appear  to  be  nesting  in  eucalyptus  much 
further  north  in  the  canyon  although  they 
do  come  by  the  old  nest  at  limes.  No 
one  has  yet  reported  seeing  activity  thai 
might  indicate  that  there  are  chicks  in 
the  nest. 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 
Nature  Fest  event  this  year  was  aided 
by  support  from  Sequoia  National  Bank. 
Tower  Market  and  Zephyr  Real  Estate. 
Here  is  a  diary  of  my  personal  experi- 
ence of  the  Nature  Fest: 

It's  Sunday  morning.  June  8.  and  a 
heavy,  wet  fog  fills  the  canyon.  When 
the  set-up  crew  arrived  we  found  that 
the  tables  and  benches  were  wel  and  the 
picnic  area  needed  a  thorough  cleanup. 
Fortunately,  the  sky  was  merely  over- 
cast by  noontime  and  by  the  one  o'clock 
starting  time  everything  was  cleaned  up 
and  ready  to  go. 

A  group  of  adults  and  kids  had  gath- 
ered around  the  children's  activity  table 
and  were  already  involved  in  nature 
crafts.  Birders  had  their  binoculars 
out  and  were  ready  to  explore  along 
Islais  Creek  to  search  for  feathered 
friends.  A  large  group  had  gathered  for 
the  bug  walk  and  I  decided  to  join  them. 
It  was  amazing  to  me  that  we  found  so 
many  insects  that  were  new  to  me  despite 
the  fact  that  I  spend  quite  a  bit  of  time 
in  Glen  Canyon. 


I  skipped  the  bat  presentation  on 
returning  from  the  buggy  show  and 
checked  in  at  the  kids'  table,  visited  with 
friends  and  snacked  on  the  big  supply 
of  refreshments  and  drinks.  RiceKrispie 
cookies  found  their  way  to  me  although 
I  had  a  substantial  lunch.  My  next  choice 
of  activity  was  to  go  to  a  presentation 
of  animals  brought  to  the  festival  by  the 
Zoo  Mobile. 

The  highlight  for  me  was  the  San 
Francisco  garter  snake.  I've  never  seen 
one  and  this  one  was  a  beauty.  I  imag- 
ined it  would  be  like  the  garter  snakes 
we  often  see  in  the  canyon  during  the 
spring.  Noway!  You  would  never  mis- 
take this  snake  with  its'  wide  blue  stripes 
for  the  yellow  and  red  striped  common 
garter  snake. 

My  afternoon  was  concluded  watch- 
ing a  slide  show  depicting  the  native 
plants  in  the  canyon.  It  was  a  good 
review  for  me  to  be  able  to  relax  and 
look  at  the  many  beautiful  photos  of 
flowers.  The  afternoon  passed  quickly 
and  the  wonderful  tasty  food  was  ready 
to  eat.  A  very  nice  afternoon  spent  with 
old  and  new  friends. 

Take  a  walk  in  the  park.  Listen  for 
the  birds.  Look  at  the  flowers,  the  but- 
terflies and  the  damselflies.  Golden- 
rod  and  asters  will  be  blooming  in 
September.

Check  It  Out  At  the  Library!

As  I  write  this  at  deadline  time  in 
mid- July,  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  Sum- 
mer Reading  will  be  over  in  less  than  a 
monlh  and  thai  the  start  of  school  is  just 
around  the  comer  (adult  time,  nol  kid 
time).  There  is  good  news — the  library 
is  close  to  agreement  with  the  devel- 
oper, and  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement 
for  the  new  library's  enhanced  shell  in 
the  Glen  Park  Marketplace  will  be  ready 
for  approval  or  may  already  have  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  the  time  you  read  this. 

Our  new  adjustable-height  circula- 
tion desk  modules  have  arrived  and  the 
helpful  lady  in  library  operations  who 
ordered  them  is  withholding  payment 
until  the  missing  pieces  arrive.  Also 
being  discussed  is  the  disappointing 
unfinished  industrial  look  of  the  panels 
that  will  hide  the  motor,  electrical  and 
computer  cabling  and  other  unattractive 
but  necessary  parts  of  running  the  cir- 
culation. This  panel  is  also  to  keep  busy 
fingers  and  busier  minds  from  pushing, 
prodding  and  disconnecting  the  various 
pieces. 

The  middle  piece  that  stores  our  sup- 
plies and  houses  our  cash  register  is  still 
under  discussion.  So  it  looks  like  sev- 
eral more  weeks  may  pass  before  our 
much-desired  circulation  desk  is 
installed. 

Our  art  selection  process  for  the  new 
branch  is  on  hold,  to  be  reactivated  once 
the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  is  fin- 
ished and  the  library  has  a  better  idea 
of  the  spaces  and  surfaces  available 
for  public  art.  The  long-stalled  work  on 
the  interior  layouts  is  also  likely  to  gear 
up  once  the  contract  is  in  place  and  the 
library  receives  elevation  drawings  that 
define  where  major  architectural  ele- 
ments will  be. 

On  a  grateful,  optimistic,  positive 
note — thank  you  again  to  the  Glen  Park 
Festival  Committee,  which  has  pledged 
$2,000  of  its  2003  proceeds  for  chil- 
dren's programming,  children's  picture 
stories  and  other  library  benefits. 

Our  planned  thank-you  to  our  loyal 
neighbors  has  been  rescheduled  to  Sat- 
urday. October  4,  6-8  p.m.  We  appre- 
ciate your  attachment  to  and  use  of  the 
library  and  your  patience  as  we  evolve 


our  offerings  and  services.  As  your  needs 
change,  our  responses  to  your  needs  also 
must  change.  By  October  4.  we  hope 
that  the  new  software  and  attendant  hard- 
ware that  runs  all  that  we  do  will  be 
working  brilliantly,  that  our  new  circu- 
lation desk  will  be  in  place — handsome 
and  functional — and  that  we  will  be 
engaged  in  planning  to  make  the  new 
branch  the  best  possible  given  the  many 
expectations  and  uses  that  need  to  be 
considered. 

Glen  Park  Planning 

The  planning  process  for  Glen  Park 
and  the  sunounding  communities  is  pro- 
ceeding. This  is  an  exciting  chance  to 
shape  the  agenda  for  Glen  Park  and 
the  adjacent  neighborhoods  for  the  next 
20  to  50  years  (see  story,  page  1). 

What  is  unique  about  this  commu- 
nity process  is  the  number  of  players 
that  are  involved,  including  BART,  Muni, 
the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic. 
CalTrans.  the  Department  of  Planning, 
and  the  consulting  experts  that  have  been 
hired.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
is  a  partial  sponsor  of  this  opportunity. 

At  the  initial  meeting  we  were  urged 
to  think  big  as  to  what  we  wanted  and 
possible  solutions  to  situations  that  are 
not  working  well.  These  situations 
include  the  well-known  and  almost  uni- 
versally acknowledged  congestion  and 
traffic  problems  and  unsafe  conditions 
that  exist  in  the  neighborhood.  The  doc- 
ument that  evolves  from  this  process 
could  or  will  provide  a  framework  for 
citizens  to  push  for  desired  short-term, 
medium-term  and  long-term  outcomes 
that  will  shape  the  character  of  where 
we  live  and  where  contemporaries  of 
our  as-yet-unborn  grandchildren  and 
great-grandchildren  will  live.

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At  St.  John's, 
High  Tech  is 
Kids'  Realm

St.  John's  Eiemenlary  School  in  Glen 
Park  faces  its  needs  with  openness  and 
passion.  Although  giving  birth  to  inno- 
vative solutions  requires  labor,  the  results 
can  go  far  beyond  conventional  expec- 
tations. This  year  the  Chenery  Street 
school  has  won  the  national  2003 
Catholic  School  of  Tomorrow  Award  for 
Innovation  with  Technology. 

Two  years  ago  St.  John's  was  facing 
the  reality  of  declining  enrollment,  low 
morale  and  rising  tuition.  Extracurric- 
ular programs  were  being  cut  and  tech- 
nology was  the  first  area  to  be  deleted. 
The  reality  of  St.  John's  begged  for  inno- 
vation if  technology  was  going  to  be 
integrated  into  the  school's  existing  cul- 
ture. 

When  I  arrived  as  principal  in  2001. 
I  decided  to  create  a  technology  plan, 
generate  enthusiasm  and  assess  the  aca- 
demic culture  of  the  school  before  imple- 
menting technology  prematurely.  As  I 
observed  the  academic  culture  of  St. 
John's  I  learned  how  the  faculty  had 
become  masters  of  integration.  Drama, 
music  and  art  are  all  incorporated  into 
the  curriculum  in  very  innovative  ways; 
I  thought,  why  should  technology  be 
any  different? 

Our  vision  became  clear:  Wireless 
Mobile  Technology  was  the  way  to  go. 

With  the  innovation  of  wireless  mobil- 
ity comes  transparency  of  instruction 
because  students  stay  in  their  classrooms, 
technology  is  brought  to  their  desktop 
and  the  teacher  continues  to  instruct. 


Wireless  technology  also  allows  our  stu- 
dents and  the  teachers  the  flexibility  of 
using  the  laptops  anywhere  on  the  school 
grounds  for  instructional  or  learning  pur- 
poses, and  does  so  while  slaying  con- 
tinuously connected  to  the  school's  net- 
work and  the  Internet. 

Twenty  percent  of  the  nation's  schools 
are  using  wireless  technology.  St.  John's 
is  proud  to  be  among  these  technology- 
leading  schools.  However,  at  St.  John's, 
all  of  this  is  done  without  a  computer 
teacher.  How  is  this  possible?  Through 
the  creation  of  Student  Technology  Aide 
Representatives  (STARs). 

Teachers  do  not  need  to  be  computer 
experts;  rather,  teachers  must  continue 
to  be  curriculum  experts  and  use  tech- 
nology as  a  complement  to  their  instruc- 
tion. Junior  high  students  are  as  tech- 
nology-proficient, if  not  more,  as  many 
teachers.  Thus,  partnering  a  teacher  with 
a  STAR  enables  the  educator  to  focus 
on  instruction  and  the  STAR  to  admin- 
ister the  technology,  both  in  support  of 
the  curriculum. 

Being  innovative  with  wireless  mobile 
computing  and  STARs  means  that  St. 
John's  is.  and  will  continue  to  be,  inno- 
vative with  technology  in  order  to  ensure 
the  ease  of  classroom  use  for  our  teach- 
ers and  our  students. 

Out  of  necessity  we  have  given  birth 
to  innovative  possibilities  that  are  now 
helping  other  schools  within  the  San 
Francisco  Archdiocese  envision  their 
own  uses  of  educational  technology.  I 
thank  Maureen  Huntington,  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  Jeff  Brain,  direc- 
tor of  technology  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  vision.

BART  Completes  30th  Street 
Station  Feasibility  Study 


BART  has  concluded  a  feasibility 
study  of  adding  a  station  at  30ih  and 
Mission  streets  in  San  Francisco.  The 
study  addressed  engineering,  construc- 
tion and  staging  issues,  and  the  esti- 
mated costs  and  schedule  of  such  a  pro- 
ject. Throughout  the  study,  community 
involvement  from  the  neighborhoods 
surrounding  the  immediate  area — includ- 
ing Bemal  Heights.  Noe  Valley,  the  Mis- 
sion. Glen  Park — was  engaged  to  clar- 
ify and  guide  the  purpose  and  scope  of 
the  study. 

BART  emphasizes  that  the  project 
involves  a  feasibility  study  only;  it  does 


not  advocate  or  propose  the  design  or 
construction  of  a  BART  station  at  this 
location.  Copies  of  the  executive  sum- 
mary are  available  upon  request,  and  the 
final  report  will  be  sent  to  branch 
libraries  in  the  project  area  (the  Glen 
Park  Branch  Library  had  not  received 
the  report  as  of  late  July).

Traffic  Calming 

Part  of  the  joy  of  living  in  Glen  Park 
is  its  small-town  feel.  Our  neighborhood 
is  warm  with  people  walking  their  dogs, 
families  pushing  baby  strollers  and 
everyone  saying  hello  to  each  other  Our 
streets  are  small-town  streets  too.  Over 
the  years,  many  of  our  quiet  streets  have 
turned  into  "main  drags"  where  people 
cut  across  on  their  way  to  BART  or  cut- 
ting across  town. 

Since  the  streets  were  designed  for 
neighborhood  use,  cars  are  allowed  to 
be  parked  on  each  side  of  the  street, 
many  times  leaving  a  space  only  wide 
enough  for  one  car  at  a  time  to  pass. 
Navigating  these  roads  can  seem  like 
driving  in  an  old  European  town — and 
that's  on  a  good  day!  Add  commuters 
who  are  in  a  hurry,  and  they  get  frus- 
trated at  any  slow-down  and  beep,  beep, 
beep  at  each  other.  Now  that  many  of 
our  streets  have  turned  into  main  streets 
during  rush  hour,  back-ups  are  common 
and  the  cars  can  sound  like  a  freeway 
during  rush  hour 

Two  of  my  neighbors  within  a  one- 
block  radius  told  me  their  parked  cars 
were  hit  by  autos  speeding  down  the 
street.  Holding  some  decency,  one  dri- 
ver stopped,  but  the  other  one  just  hit 
and  drove  off.  Children  playing  on  their 
skateboards  have  to  run  for  cover  when 
the  cars  come  through,  i  am  afraid  to  let 
Bailey  out  front  without  a  leash,  even 
though  she  is  well-behaved.  One  false 
step  into  the  street  and  that  would  be 
it — the  cars  travel  too  fast  to  stop  in  time. 
And  I  don't  even  think  about  opening 
my  car  door  without  looking  first. 

What  can  be  done?  I  called  the  Liv- 
able Streets  Department  of  the  City's 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic.  I 
was  wondering  if  there  was  a  way  to  dis- 
courage commuters  from  using  the  small 
streets  as  shortcuts,  and  a  way  to  divert 
them  onto  larger  streets  where  they 
belong. 

Traffic-calming  attempts  to  reduce 
the  impacts  of  auto  traffic  and  increase 
safety  for  pedestrians  and  other  street 
users  by  redesigning  streets  and  side- 
walks. The  City  is  actively  working  on 
solutions,  but  it  all  starts  with  the  resi- 
dents. The  first  step  is  to  go  online  at 
www.Iivablestreets.org  and  print  out  the 
City's  Traffic  Calming  Request  Form. 
Then  you  will  need  to  get  at  least  1 0  sig- 
natures from  your  neighbors  and  attach 
a  map  of  your  area.

Once  the  form  is  completed.  City 
employees  will  take  a  look  at  the  area 
and  may  even  set  up  a  test  to  assess  con- 
gestion. Options  to  calm  traffic  can 
include  speed  humps,  speed-limit 
changes  and  even  closure.  All  of  this 
research  and  traffic-calming  measures 
takes  funding,  which  is  up  in  the  air  at 
this  time.  I  don't  plan  to  let  this  stop  me 
from  getting  everything  documented  for 
when  the  funding  is  in  place.  I  pledge 
to  get  the  signatures  for  Congo  Street. 
Can  i  count  on  the  rest  of  you  living 
on  streets  that  need  traffic  calming  to 
get  the  signatures  for  yours? 

Goodbye  to  Trees 

Several  mature  eucalyptus  trees  were 
chopped  down  recently  on  private  prop- 
erty in  Glen  Park.  I  don't  want  to  name 
any  specific  name  or  address,  as  I  am 
sure  our  neighbor  had  a  good  reason  for 
removing  the  trees.  Although  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do  about  this  since  it 
was  on  private  property.  I  wanted  to 
express  sadness  at  the  passing  of  these 
trees,  which  provided  a  beautiful  scent, 
privacy  and  greenery  in  our  neighbor- 
hood for  so  many  years.  Rest  in  peace.

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Blink,  Yawn  to 
Rest  Eyes  at 
The  Computer

ical advice.  If  any  of  the  exercises  are 
painful  or  uncomfortable,  discontinue 
them. } 

If  you  work  with  computers  you  prob- 
ably know  how  hard  they  can  be  on  your 
eyes:  As  many  as  70-90  percent  of  com- 
puter users  suffer  from  eyestrain.  Eye- 
strain can  affect  you  in  ways  you  might 
not  expect,  contributing  to  headaches, 
back  or  neck  tension,  difficulty  con- 
centrating and  fatigue. 

The  good  news  is  that  there  are  many 
simple  remedies  for  eyestrain.  We  sug- 
gest developing  the  following  good 
habits  to  take  care  of  your  eyes  while 
you  are  working  at  the  computer — sim- 
ple but  effective  habits  well  worth  the 
minimal  effort  they  require. 

1 .  Blink  every  3-5  seconds  to  clean 
and  lubricate  the  eyes.  Studies  have 
shown  that  people  blink  far  less  than 
usual  when  they  are  reading  or  working 


at  the  computer.  The  static  electricity 
around  the  computer  screen  attracts  dust 
and  our  eyes  become  irritated  and  dry, 
not  only  from  staring  at  the  screen,  but 
also  from  the  dust.  Close  your  eyes  gen- 
tly, not  squeezing,  just  long  enough  to 
feel  them  relax.  After  three  long  blinks, 
start  blinking  normally.  Make  sure  you 
close  your  eyelids  completely  each  time. 

2.  See  without  staring.  Practice  mov- 
ing both  your  eyes  and  head  to  look 
around  you.  When  we  stare  at  the  com- 
puter, we  lock  our  eyes  and  head  into 
position  and  our  neck  muscles  stiffen, 
reducing  the  circulation  to  the  eyes.  Con- 
stantly focusing  on  the  monitor  {near 
vision)  strains  the  tiny  muscles  in  the 
eyeball  responsible  for  focusing  (ciliary 
muscles).  The  ciliary  muscles,  like  any 
muscles,  require  occasional  rest.  Our 
resting  focal  distance  is  usually  20  feet 
away  (or  more),  so  periodically  allow 
your  eyes  to  wander  as  far  away  as  pos- 
sible without  straining,  and  allow  your 
head  to  follow  your  gaze.  Ideally,  gaze 
out  a  window.  Make  sure  that  you  aren't 
staring  vacantly,  but  rather,  practice  trac- 
ing the  outlines  of  objects  with  your 
eyes.  Alternate  between  objects  at  var- 
ious distances  from  you.  Sometimes  fol- 
low moving  objects  with  your  eyes  (and 
head). 

3.  Yawn  to  relax  your  jaws  and  face. 


Yawning  also  oxygenates  your  blood 
and  helps  your  eyes  lo  water,  alleviat- 
ing dry  eyes  and  washing  away  dust. 
You  can  combine  yawning  with  stretch- 
ing or  a  little  massage  to  the  jaw.  Stretch, 
breathe,  open  your  chest,  yawn,  and 
blink. 

There  are  many  other  adjustments 
you  can  make  to  help  ease  strain  on  your 
eyes,  but  if  you  start  with  these  move- 
ment habits,  you  will  already  be  doing 
your  eyes  a  big  service.  Find  ways  to 
remind  yourself  to  repeal  these  mini 
rest-breaks  throughout  the  day,  and  let 
us  know  about  any  changes  you  expe- 
rience as  a  result.

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Time  to  Water  Street 
Trees:  Think  15/2 

by  John  Walmsey 

Summer  is  upon  us.  Even  if  the  weather  isn't  warm,  side- 
walk trees  in  Glen  Park  experience  drought  this  time  of  year 
due  to  the  seasonal  lack  of  precipitation.  Young  trees  in 
particular  need  regular  watering  to  help  in  their  establish- 
ment and  ensure  that  their  root  systems  develop  correctly. 

That's  where  you  come  in.  Trees  less  than  five  years  old 
will  benefit  from  a  good  watering  every  other  week  and  it's 
not  hard  to  do.  A  convenient  method  is  to  place  a  large  plas- 
tic garbage  bag  in  an  empty  plastic  container  with  holes  in 
the  bottom — like  the  disposable  pots  that  large  nursery  plants 
come  in. 

Fill  the  plastic  bag  with  water,  then  punch  several  small 
holes  in  it  with  a  nail  and  place  the  pot  next  to  your  tree — 
the  water  will  seep  out  in  small  streams  and  soak  slowly 
into  the  soil.  Slow  watering  with  a  garden  hose  also  works, 
although  it  obstructs  the  sidewalk. 

Fifteen  gallons  every  other  week  is  a  good  goal.  To  retain 
moisture  you  can  cover  the  soil  with  garden  compost  and/or 
bark  mulch  in  a  two- inch-thick  layer.  There  are  many  young 
sidewalk  trees  in  the  neighborhood  that  are  suffering  from 
lack  of  irrigation  and  in  danger  of  disease  and  death  because 
of  it.  You  can  help  make  Glen  Park  a  greener  community 
by  watering  sidewalk  trees,  even  if  they're  not  your  own.

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Planning  Your  Garden  Room

With  space  at  a  premium  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, gardens  are  highly  prized,  func- 
tional outdoor  rooms,  with  spaces  often 
defined  for  dining,  relaxing,  play  or 
peace.  Most  of  us  understand  the  high 
cost  of  redecorating  or  remodeling  our 
indoor  rooms — plumbing,  lighting, 
floors  and  wall  coverings  don't  come 
cheap.  When  it  comes  to  remodeling  the 
outdoors,  we  lose  perspective,  and  expect 
a  stunning  garden  makeover  for 
$2,000— $3,000! 

To  understand  the  cost  of  renovating 
your  yard  or  garden,  use  your  home  as 
a  model. 

Consider  first  the  essentials,  the  struc- 
tural elements  that  define  your  spaces. 
These  are  the  walls,  floors,  walkways 
and  ceilings.  In  the  garden,  retaining 
walls  perform  a  similar  function,  con- 
taining the  weight  of  hillside  soils. 
Fences  are  the  boundary  walls.  For  struc- 
tural support,  fence  posts  are  sunk  into 
the  soil  and  secured  with  concrete  to 
withstand  the  force  of  weather,  plants 
and  people.  Constructed  like  your  indoor 
walls  of  sturdy  materials,  they  often 
require  ongoing  maintenance  with  paint 
or  varnish. 

A  simple  6-foot-high  redwood  fence 
built  across  a  typical  25-foot-wide  San 
Francisco  garden  can  average  $800. 
Compare  this  with  an  indoor  partition 
wall,  with  similar  uses  and  abuses,  and 
the  fence  will  begin  to  look  reasonable. 

In  the  garden,  the  lawn  is  your  car- 
pet. Lawns  require  a  smooth,  level,  nutri- 
ent-rich surface — the  "subfloor" — with 
all  protrusions  removed.  They  need  reg- 
ular water  to  remain  lush,  nutrients  to 
prevent  disease  and  weed  growth,  aer- 
ation to  prevent  compaction.  Grass  is  a 
living,  breathing  entity,  susceptible  to 
weather  and  bugs,  costly  to  install  and 
maintain.  The  indoor  equivalent  here 
might  be  your  silk  Persian  hand-made 
rug — a  cherished  investment  requiring 
lots  of  care  and  attention. 

Other  hard-wearing,  lower  mainte- 
nance flooring  materials  include  brick 
or  stone  pavers — the  tiled  areas  for  seat- 
ing or  dining.  Laying  stone  paths  and 
patios  often  requires  a  concrete  subfloor 
to  ensure  stability.  Like  indoor  flooring, 
this  is  a  labor-intensive  and  therefore 
expensive  project.  Consider  grave!  as 
a  practical  alternative — your  basic  sisal 
rug.  Gravel  or  decomposed  granite  (DG) 


also  requires  a  rock  sub-base  to  promote 
drainage;  you  don't  want  water  pooling 
on  your  floors  or  walkways.  Like  sisal, 
gravel  is  a  highly  functional,  inexpen- 
sive modern  alternative  with  a  pleas- 
ing texture,  available  in  varied  shapes 
and  colors. 

Decks,  arbors,  pergolas  and  such 
define  your  garden  rooms — the  outdoor 
den,  playroom,  study  or  dining  nook. 
Plants  and  vines  shade  and  screen  these 
spaces,  like  window  treatments,  yet  cost 
significantly  less.  Benches,  tables  and 
chairs  make  the  spaces  functional.  On 
outdoor  furniture  you  can  invest  as  much 
as  you  would  for  indoor  furniture;  it 
depends  very  much  on  the  quality  and 
style  you  select. 

Irrigation  is  the  garden  plumbing, 
requiring  pipes,  valves,  taps  and  timer, 
with  intermittent  maintenance  to  unclog 
the  pipes.  Then  there  is  electricity,  which 
has  the  same  function  in  the  garden  as 
in  the  home — lighting  your  way  around 
paths  and  stairs,  highlighting  your  trea- 
sured tree  or  sculpture,  creating  moods 
to  promote  relaxation. 

And  last  is  the  planting,  the  decora- 
tive element  that  ties  it  all  together  in  a 
harmonious  palette  of  color,  fragrance 
and  texture.  Plants  are  to  the  garden  what 
paint,  wallpaper  and  accessories  are  to 
your  home,  die  subjective  elements  that 
are  as  personal  as  your  clothing. 

If  you're  the  Armani-suit  type,  coiffed 
and  manicured,  expect  to  pay  highly  for 
frequent,  high-maintenance  manicured 
lawns  and  shrubs.  If  you  prefer  the  quiet 
elegance  of  a  Japanese  garden,  expect 
to  pay  for  that  as  well.  Elegance  is  a 
highly  prized  commodity  in  a  world 
overrun  by  big-box  stores  selhng  mass- 
produced  goods.  The  lush  English  cot- 
tage garden  is  the  equivalent  of  spend- 
ing hours  at  the  mirror  trying  to  look 
natural — it's  a  lot  of  work! 

When  you  buy  your  home,  remem- 
ber it's  the  land  you  pay  for;  the  build- 
ing that  sits  on  it  is  an  incidental  por- 
tion of  the  value.  Why  not  maximize  its 
value  by  making  every  inch  beautiful 
and  functional!  „

ensure  that  the  plan's  ideas  come  to  life 
and  receive  further  development  with 
community  support.  They  suggested 
holding  a  series  of  "town  hall"  meetings 
to  periodically  check  on  the  progress  of 
the  plan's  implementation. 

Community  Involvement 

During  the  planning  sessions,  com- 
munity members  rolled  up  their  sleeves 
and  worked  side  by  side  with  City  plan- 
ners to  identify  problems  or  issues  to  be 
fixed,  as  well  as  things  they  love  about 
Glen  Park  and  want  to  preserve.  Over 
the  course  of  the  week  they  evaluated 
numerous  creative  ideas  and  possible 
solutions.  Three  special  community 
events  were  held  where  participants  were 
asked  to  share  their  ideas  on  area  maps 
and  through  group  discussions. 

Slate  and  local  agency  representa- 
tives met  with  planners  to  discuss  oppor- 
tunities and  constraints  and  to  evaluate 
some  suggested  solutions.  The  sessions 
garnered  the  participation  of  an  impres- 
sive array  of  agencies  and  included  staff 
from  BART.  Caltrans.  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  the  Municipal  Trans- 
portation Authority  (which  includes  both 
the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic 
and  Muni).  San  Francisco  County  Trans- 
portation Authority,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works.  Neighborhood  "walkabouts" 
and  tours  were  held  so  planners  could 
see  first-hand  issues  raised  by  the  com- 
munity. 

The  benefits  of  holding  an  intensive 
week-long  session  in  the  neighborhood 
were  to  generate  excitement  and  momen- 
tum for  the  planning  process,  allow  plan- 
ners and  community  members  to  learn 
from  each  other,  create  an  avenue  for

continuous  feedback  from  people  who 
live  and  work  in  Glen  Park,  and  to  gather 
key  agencies  and  interest  groups  together 
to  create  a  cohesive  long-term  vision  for 
the  neighborhood.  Over  100  commu- 
nity members  participated  in  the  vari- 
ous workshops  and  events  over  the 
course  of  the  week. 

Initial  Concept  Plan 

The  culmination  of  the  week's  work 
was  an  illustrated  outline  of  the  pre- 
liminary community  plan  and  imple- 
mentation strategy,  which  was  presented 


on  the  last  day  of  the  workshops. 

The  plan's  short-term  recommenda- 
tions for  Glen  Park  Village  include  traf- 
fic calming  and  management  solutions 
to  address  some  of  the  negative  effects 
of  through-traffic  and  freeway  oriented 
traffic.  Suggested  traffic  calming  and 
street  beautification  projects  include  the 
addition  of  turning  lanes,  comer  bulb- 
outs,  landscaping  and  street  trees,  cross- 
walks, special  paving,  undergrounding 
utilities  and  uniform  lighting. 

The  creation  of  Glen  Park-specific 
design  guidelines  and  development  stan- 
dards for  the  commercial  district  and 
residential  properties  is  recommended 
to  reconcile  the  existing  difference 
between  what  zoning  regulations  cur- 
rently allow  for  development  in  the 
neighborhood  and  the  community's 
desire  to  maintain  the  "village"  charac- 
ter. Some  sketches  of  what  could  poten- 
tially be  developed  in  the  future  on  the 
BART  parking  lot  and  other  key  sites 
were  presented;  each  included  a  mix 
of  residential  and  commercial  uses  while 
maintaining  the  fine-grained  scale  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Parking  and  Traffic 

A  topic  thai  generated  much  inter- 
est during  the  week  was  how  to  provide 
adequate  short-term  parking  for  Glen 
Park  businesses.  The  plan  proposes 
implementing  a  parking  management 
strategy  for  183  existing  unregulated

parking  spaces  in  Glen  Park.  These 
unregulated  spaces  currently  allow  peo- 
ple to  park  tor  up  to  a  week  before 
receiving  a  ticket  for  street  cleaning,  and 
include  spaces  on  Bosworth  only  one- 
half  block  away  from  the  commercial 
district  and  spaces  directly  in  front  of 
the  BART  station.  By  metering  some 
of  the  spaces  and  requiring  residential 
parking  permits  on  others,  more  park- 
ing will  become  available  for  neigh- 
borhood use.  The  plan  recommends 
maintaining  the  BART  property  as  park- 
ing until  the  Bi-Rile  store  in  the  Glen 
Park  Marketplace  development  is  com- 
pleted and  the  parking  management  plan 
can  be  executed  and  evaluated. 

Several  mid-term  traffic  solutions  are 
recommended  that  would  require  some 
larger-scale  public  improvements  be 
made  to  citywide  and  regional  trans- 
portation and  transit  infrastructure  that 
runs  through  Glen  Park.  Modern 
"roundabouts"  arc  proposed  at  the 
Lyeli/Bosworth  and  Arlingitin/Bosworth 
intersections  to  improve  traffic  flow  and 
pedestrian  connections.  A  bus  loop  and 
taxi  sliind  are  proposed  around  the  BART 
station  with  a  new  south-side  entrance 
to  the  BART  station  and  a  bus  layover 
platform  on  the  upper  pla/a. 

One  of  the  more  dramatic  long-term 
proposals  is  to  convert  the  freeway-like 
San  Jose  Avenue  into  a  more  pleasant 
city  boulevard,  with  stoplights  and  street 
crossings  at  Milton,  Rousseau  and

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Glen  Park  Home  Prices 
Continue  to  Rise 


Low  interest  rates  and  strong  demand 
continue  to  drive  rising  home  prices  in 
Glen  Park.  The  median  price  for  a  sin- 
gle-family home  in  Glen  Park  rose  6.8 
percent  on  a  year-over-year  basis  for  the 
period  April  thru  July,  from  $665,000 
in  2002  to  $710,000  in  2003.  The  total 
number  of  homes  sold  rose  only  slightly, 
from  33  during  the  period  in  2002  to  37 
in  2003. 

The  question  now  is  whether  the  real 
estate  market  can  continue  its  rise  in 
hght  of  rising  interest  rates,  record  unem- 
ployment and  the  lackluster  performance 
of  the  local  economy.

Ajrlingion/Wilder,  and  a  new  accessible 
J-line  stop  between  Milton  and 
Rousseau.  The  boulevard  concept  could 
be  extended  in  the  long-term  to  include 
removing  the  San  Jose  overpass  at 
Bosworth  Street.  Implementation  of 
these  proposals  could  address  some  of 
the  traffic  concerns,  especially  at 
Bosworth  and  Diamond  streets,  by  offer- 
ing alternate  routes  for  crossing  San  Jose 
Avenue. 

Another  exciting  vision  that  came  out 
of  the  plan  is  the  possibility  of  bringing 
Islais  Creek  back  to  the  surface  in  a  for- 
mal greenway  connection  extending 
from  the  commercial  district  to  Glen 
Canyon  Park. 

Refining  ttie  Plan 

The  new  community  plan  will  be  fur- 
ther refined  over  the  next  month,  and 
then  presented  back  to  the  community 
in  August  or  September.  At  that  time, 
copies  of  the  draft  plan  will  be  available 
at  the  Glen  Park  Branch  Library  and  by 
request  from  the  Planning  Department. 

Implementation  of  the  plan  will 
require  ongoing  coordination  with  agen- 
cies, and  community  commitment  to  its 
fulfillment.  Many  of  the  recommended 
projects  will  require  additional  plan- 
ning, funding  and  environmental  review 
before  they  can  be  constructed.  If  the 
community  embraces  the  plan,  il  can  be

the  first  step  toward  finding  funding  and 
coordinating  the  various  agencies  to 
make  these  projects  a  reality. 

The  workshops  were  hosted  by  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Department  with 
funding  and  planning  cooperation  pro- 
vided by  Caltrans.  BART  and  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library.  The  planning 
team  included  Citywide  Policy  Planners 
from  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Depart- 
ment and  an  urban  planning  consultant 
team  led  by  EDAW,  Inc.  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. EDAW  focused  on  urban  design 
in  coordination  with  Jacobs-McDonald 
Cityworks  and  Robin  Chiang  +  Com- 
pany. Nelson/Nygaard  led  the  trans- 
portation planning  in  coordination  with 
Amp,  LCW  Consulting  and  Manna  Con- 
sulting. Strategic  Economics  provided 
market  analysis  and  recommendations 
for  implementation  mechanisms.
